Bill to Penalize Men Who 
Go On Strike Given Com- 


mittee's Support

WASHINGTON—After adopting 


provisions to end railroad 
strikes 


by penalizing employes who go on 
strike or others who foment strikes, 
the senate 
interstate 
commerce 


committee 
today 
completed the 


draft of a bill to establish a per- 
manent railroad policy. 
Govern- 


ment control and. operation of the 
roads would end 30 days after en- 
actment of the measure. 


WASHINGTON—Provisions 
to 


end railroad strikes by penalizing 
employes who go on strikes or oth- 
ers who foment strikes, were writ- 
ten into the pending railroad bill 
today by the senate interstate com- 
merce committee. 


Provision was made for the es- 


tablishment of a federal commis- 
sion on wages and working condi- 
tions. This commission'would have 
a number of subordinate, regional 
committees for prompt settlement of 
local disputes. 


On the vote on final adoption of 


the anti-strike provisions, Senator 
La Toilette, Wisconsin, alone dis- 
sented. • 


A poll ordered of the absent mem- 


bers, however, was expected to de- 
velop a few other opponents. 


The committee's anti-strike claus- 


es, which now are expected to re-' 
main in the bill as reported 
out 


next week, follow those in the orig- 
inal Cummins bill, except that • the 
penalties against interference with 
interstate commerce would apply to 
those who foment railroad strikes, 
such as outside labor Readers,.as 
well as to the railroad employes.

The social ideals of Italy 
were 


graphically presented to members 
of the Madison Woman's club and 
their friends, who crowded the large 
hall of the Woman's building yes- 
terday, by Countess Lisi Cipriani, 
Italian painter, writer and" lecturer, 
brought here under the auspices of 
the social service department of the 
Woman's club of which Mrs. Frank 
Van Pierce is chairman. 


The_ countess told of the condi- 


tions in Italy during the war, of the 
'wonderful social work done by the 
young Italian girls, many of whom, 
had never before worked in any 
.way, among the children 
of the 


women who were employed in the 
munitions'-factories; .of the kinder- 
gartens, nurseries, free lunches pro- 
vided by the Royal Italian navy for 
these children; and of the care and 
training given to girls between 14 
and 16 years of^age who were not 
attending school. - She also spoke of 
the care, loving in its solicitude,, 
taken by the army of the women 
working in its'factories. - When it 
was observed that the women were 
looking pale and peaked, the general 
in charge of the work, decided that 
something must be'-done. So he or- 
dered that all the women, be weigh- 
ed, and when he found that most of 
them were underweight, he inquired 
what they i were eating. When he 
found that-many of them attempt- 
ed to do a long day's work on "an 
onion and some bread" he .decided 
that refectories must be opened at 
the factory for- all the 
women. 


Strong objections to his plan were 
raised, as the government hardly 
knew where to get the money with 
which to manufacture munitions. In 
answer to these o'bjactions the gen- 
eral said, "What is the use of sav- 
ing our boys at the front when we 
are neglecting the women, the moth- 
ers of our future soldiers and sail- 
ors?" The refectories were estab- 
lished..
